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REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  AT  THE 
83rd  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


THE  83rd  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the 
Nottingham  and  Midland  Eye  Infirmary  was  held  in  the 
Infirmary  annexe,  25  Regent  Street,  Nottingham,  on 
Tuesday,  18th  May,  1943,  at  3.0  p.m. 

The  Right  Worshipful  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Nottingham 
(Alderman  E.  A.  Braddock)  occupied  the  Chair,  and  was  sux-)ported 
by  the  Sheriff  (Councillor  J.  E.  Mitchell),  Mrs.  J.  E.  Mitchell  and 
the  following  members  of  the  Committee  of  Management  : 
Alderman  J.  N.  Derbyshire  (Chairman),  Mr.  A.  Brownsword  (Vice- 
Chairman),  Sir  Jesse  Hind,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Broadhead,  Miss  G.  Harlow, 
Messrs.  A.  E.  Eberlin,  J.  Mowl,  E.  H.  Wilson  and  G.  W.  Tett, 
Councillor  E.  Purser,  Dr.  Thomson  Henderson,  Dr.  A.  Christie  Reid, 
the  Matron  (Miss  A.  Lee)  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  T.  Russell  Moore).

Welfare  Club,  the  British  Celanese  Employees’  Hospital  Fund, 
William  Hollins  &  Co.,  Ltd.  Employees’  Hospital  Fund,  Newstead 
Colliery  Sick  and  Death  Club  and  the  Nottingham  Co-operative 
Society  Employees’  Hospital  Fund. 

The  Late  Duke  of  Portland. 

The  Lord  Mayor  said  his  first  duty  was  to  allude  to  the  passing 
of  the  Duke  of  Portland.  It  was  well-known  he  said,  how, 
throughout  his  long  association  with  the  City  and  County,  His 
Grace  had  endeared  himself  to  the  people  of  all  classes  for  whom  in 
so  many  ways  he  did  so  much.  For  something  like  thirty  years 
His  Grace  had  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Infirmary  in 
which  he  took  a  deep  and  personal  interest  as  President.  The 
influence  he  inspired  in  others  on  behalf  of  the  Institution  was 
inestimable  and  his  own  interest  in  it  was  as  deep  as  it  was 
infectious.  The  memory  they  would  always  have  of  him  wasthat 
of  a  real  English  gentleman,  who  throughout  a  long  life  exhibited 
a  beautiful  character. 

The  Lord  Mayor  asked  the  Meeting  to  stand  in  silence  as  a 
mark  of  respect. 
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Annual  Report  and  Accounts. 

The  Secretary  having  read  the  notice  convening  the  meeting 
and  announced  the  apologies  of  absence,  the  Lord  Mayor  in  moving 
the  adoption  of  the  Committee’s  Report  and  Accounts  for  1942, 
expressed  the  deep  gratitude  of  the  City  and  County  for  the 
beneficent  work  that  was  carried  on  at  the  Institution  under  the 
excellent  management  of  the  Committee  and  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  Staffs.  As  he  moved  about,  continued  the  Lord  Mayor, 
he  heard  from  time  to  time  the  most  gratifying  tributes  to  the 
value  of  the  Infirmary  and  the  glorious  work  that  was  being  done. 
They  had  only  to  look  at  the  figures  in  the  report  to  be  convinced 
of  the  tremendous  number  of  calls  that  were  made  upon  the 
Infirmary  bringing  welcome  relief  to  human  suffering.  He  felt  that 
they  should  be  proud  of  the  Infirmary  whose  long  history  and  the 
essential  service  it  had  rendered  entitled  it  to  a  place  equal  to  that 
of  any  similar  institution  in  the  Country. 

The  Lord  Mayor  said  that  he  did  not  think  that  the  voluntary 
incentive  to  help  hospitals  and  other  institutions  of  a  similar 
character  would  ever  diminish  in  spite  of  the  changes  that  were 
taking  place.  He  went  on  to  say  that  he  had  sufficient  knowledge, 
supported  by  his  own  personal  experience,  of  the  grand  work  that 
was  being  done  at  the  Infirmary  to  emphasise  how  indispensable 
and  beneficial  it  was  to  the  City  and  district. 

The  Lord  Mayor  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Annual  Report 
and  Accounts  for  1942,  and  called  on  Alderman  J.  N.  Derbyshire, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  to  second  the  motion. 

Alderman  J.  N.  Derbyshire  referred  to  the  loss  the  Infirmary 
had  sustained  by  the  death  of  the  Duke  of  Portland  who  had  taken 
such  a  deep  and  active  interest  in  the  work  and  patients  over  the 
thirty  years  during  which  he  had  regularly  attended  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

In  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  Annual  Report  and  Accounts 
Alderman  Derbyshire  drew  attention  to  the  small  deficiency  for  the 
year  and  the  fact  that  the  annual  income  was  within  a  few  pounds 
of  £8,000.  The  deficiency,  he  said,  came  about  because  he  thought 
that  the  Infirmary  was  ahead  of  the  times  in  making  some  small 
acknowledgement  of  the  services  of  the  surgeons  by  the  raising  of 
a  small  fund  of  £675  for  them  in  respect  of  the  year’s  work.  He 
felt  confident  that  the  majority  of  the  workers  of  the  district  were 
in  favour  of  what  the  Committee  had  done.  Apart  from  that 
special  expenditure,  which  was  not  recoverable  in  charging  out 
the  cost  of  the  work  done,  not  only  had  the  Infirmary  paid  its 
way  but  there  was  a  small  credit  balance. 

Alderman  Derbyshire  recalled  that  it  was  said  that  no  hospital 
ought  to  have  a  surplus  on  its  accounts  but  he  had  never  preached 
that  doctrine  ;  although  there  had  been  a  deficit  for  the  past  four 
years,  which  he  ascribed  to  being  ahead  of  the  times  in  the  way  he 
had  mentioned,  he  thought  this  extra  expenditure  was  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Infirmary. 
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Alderman  Derbyshire  emphasized  the  large  amount  of  work 
that  had  been  done  during  the  year.  He  said  he  had  every  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  future  and  he  was  quite  certain  that  the  charitably  - 
minded  public  of  this  large  area  would  not  allow  the  Infirmary  to 
be  short  of  funds.  He  had  not  the  least  fear  of  any  kind  from  that 
point  of  view. 

He  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  Annual  Report  and  Accounts 

for  1942. 

Mr.  J.  Langham  raised  a  point  in  connection  with  the  amount 
received  from  the  Nottingham  and  Notts.  Hospital  Saturday  Con¬ 
tributory  Fund  and  received  information  thereon. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Election  of  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  Sheriff  moved  the  following  resolution  : 

“  That  Winifred,  Duchess  of  Portland,  be  elected  as  President, 
and  that  Lord  Trent,  Major  T.  P.  Barber,  Sir  Edward  T. 
le  Marchant  and  J.  Ashley  Player,  Esq.,  be  re-elected  as 
Vice  -Presidents.  ’  ’ 

Referring  to  the  long  association  of  the  late  Duke  of  Portland 
with  the  Infirmary,  who  was  President  from  1912,  the  Sheriff  said 
His  Grace  was  only  absent  from  the  annual  meeting  on  four  or  five 
occasions.  It  would  be  the  unanimous  wish  of  the  meeting  that 
Her  Grace,  the  Duchess,  should  be  asked  to  take  his  place  as 
President  of  the  Institution.  It  was  interesting  to  recall  that  the 
Duchess  opened  the  present  Infirmary  block  on  the  Ropewalk,  in 
March,  1912,  and  her  election  as  President  could  only  be  interpreted 
as  a  fitting  tribute  to  the  splendid  united  work  both  had  done  for 
the  City  and  County  throughout  their  long  lives.  With  regard 
to  the  Vice-Presidents,  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  combination  of 
men  to  equal  those  whom  he  moved  should  be  re-elected  as  Vice- 
Presidents. 

Councillor  John  Neal  (Shipley  Collieries  Workmen’s  Accident 
Society)  seconded  the  motion,  remarking  that  the  men  whom  he 
represented  had  nothing  but  praise  and  congratulations  for  the 
work  of  the  Infirmary  ;  it  had  rendered  a  most  valuable  service  to 
colliery  workers,  and  he  desired  to  express  their  sincere  gratitude 
for  it. 

The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 

Committee  of  Management  and  Hon.  Auditor. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Rose  (L.N.E.R.  Colwick  Loco.  Hospital  Fund), 
proposed  the  following  resolution  : 

“  That  the  following  be  re-elected  as  the  Committee  of  Man¬ 
agement,  namely  :  Sir  Jesse  Hind,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Broadhead, 
Messrs.  A.  Brownsword,  J.  N.  Derbyshire,  A.  E.  Eberlin, 
Miss  G.  Harlow,  Messrs.  W.  S.  Rothera,  E.  Ht  Wilson,  and 
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Dr.  T.  B.  Gilbart-Smith,  together  with  the  following  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Nottingham  and  Notts.  Hospital  Saturday- 
Contributory  Fund  :  Messrs.  J.  Mowl,  W.  R.  Squires  and 
G.  Terry  ;  Alderman  L.  W.  A.  White  (representing  the  Notts. 
County  Council),  and  Councillor  E.  Purser  (representing  the 
Nottingham  Corporation)  ;  that  Mr.  G.  W.  Tett  (Lloyds 
Bank,  Ltd.)  be  re-elected  as  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Sir 
Charles  Pain,  Chartered  Accountant,  as  Honorary  Auditor 
for  1943.” 

Mr.  Rose  handed  a  cheque  for  £10  to  the  Lord  Mayor  which  his 
Hospital  Fund  had  granted  towards  the  deficit  on  the  Infirmary 
accounts  for  last  year.  He  said  he  strongly  supported  the  views 
expressed  by  Alderman  Derbyshire,  and  was  certain  that  the  citizens 
of  the  city  and  county  would  never  allow  such  a  splendid  institution 
to  be  short  of  funds. 

Mr.  Langham  seconded  the  resolution  which  was  unanimously 
agreed,  and  the  Chairman  voiced  grateful  thanks  for  the  support 
of  the  railwaymen. 

Medical  Officers’  Election  Committee. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Hooks  (Royal  Ordnance  Factory)  moved  the 
following  resolution  : 

“  That  the  following  gentlemen  be  appointed  to  act  with  the 
Committee  of  Management  for  the  election  of  an  Honorary 
Medical  Officer  upon  any  vacancy  occurring,  viz.  :  Sir  Louis 
Pearson,  Messrs.  H.  D.  Bright,  H.  H.  Goddard,  J.  Marriott, 
J.  D.  Marsden,  W.  N.  Parr,  W.  Rose,  W.  O.  Woodward  and  a 
representative  of  the  Hospital  Saturday  Committee  and  the 
Hospital  Sunday  Committee.”

Councillor  E.  Purser  formally  seconded  and  the  resolution  was 
carried. 

Thanks  to  Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  Auditor. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Strawbridge,  seconded  by  Rev. 
T.  A.  Lee,  the  following  resolution  was  heartily  agreed  to  : 

“  That  the  best  thanks  of  the  Governors  be  accorded  to  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff — Drs.  Thomson  Henderson,  A.  Christie 
Reid,  N.  P.  R.  Galloway  and  Mr.  Eric  B.  Armitage  (Honorary 
Dental  Surgeon),  for  their  services  during  the  past  year,  and 
also  to  Sir  Charles  Pain,  Chartered  Accountant,  for  acting  as 
Honorary  Auditor.” 

Thanks  to  Matrons,  the  Staff  and  Lord  Mayor. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Barrow  (J.  B.  Lewis  &  Sons’  Hospital  and  Benevolent 
Fund),  moved  the  following  resolution  : 

“  That  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  Miss  F.  M.  Drakes 
(retired  Matron),  for  her  loyal  and  devoted  services  over 
23  years,  to  Miss  A.  Lee  (Matron)  and  the  Staffs,  for  their  work 
during  the  past  year  and  to  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Nottingham 
(Alderman  E.  A.  Braddock)  for  his  services  in  the  Chair.” 
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Mr.  Barrow  paid  a  very  warm  tribute  to  the  retired  Matron, 
Miss  Drakes,  whom,  he  remarked,  they  all  missed  very  much,  and 
also  to  Miss  Lee,  the  present  Matron  and  the  staff,  for  their  arduous 
and  devoted  work.  He  was  sure  that  the  patients  would  especially 
remember  the  long  and  kindly  and  efficient  services  of  Miss  Drakes 
to  the  Hospital  and  would  welcome  the  opportunity,  if  that  were 
possible,  to  endorse  the  resolution. 

Mr.  J.  Mowl  (Nottingham  and  Notts.  Hospital  Saturday 
Contributory  Fund)  seconded,  remarking  that  in  going  round  the 
Infirmary,  he  was  proud  to  note  that  the  patients  already  had  the 
feeling  that  Miss  Lee  was  following  worthily  in  the  steps  of  the 
retired  matron. 

The  resolution  was  enthusiastically  endorsed  and  Miss  Lee, 
who  briefly  acknowledged  it,  on  the  invitation  of  the  Lord  Mayor, 
said  that  following  the  good  example  of  her  predecessor,  the 
nursing  staff  and  herself  would  regard  as  part  of  their  reward,  the 
generous  support  which  the  Infirmary  had  always  received  from 
the  citizens  of  Nottingham  and  district. 

The  proceedings  then  terminated.

'  I  'HE  Committee  has  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  Governors 
A  the  83rd  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1942. 

Committee. 

2.  Following  the  references  made  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting, 
the  appointment  of  a  representative  of  the  Nottingham  Corpora¬ 
tion  to  serve  on  the  Committee  was  taken  up  afresh  and  resulted 
in  the  Corporation  nominating  Councillor  E.  Purser.  The 
Committee  has  been  very  happy  thus  to  welcome  the  Chairman 
of  the  City  Health  Committee,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  fuller 
appreciation  of  the  place  which  the  Infirmary  already  fills  in 
health  services  will  be  the  outcome  of  this  step  and  lead  to  still 
closer  co-operation  with  the  municipal  authorities. 

The  appointment  of  Mrs.  F.  A.  Broadhead  and  Miss  G. 
Harlow  as  the  first  lady  members  of  the  Committee  was  duly 
confirmed  by  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  that  Dr.  T.  B.  Gilbart- Smith  has 
made  such  a  rapid  and  good  recovery  towards  normal  health. 


Statistics. 

3.  A  comparative  table  of  statistics  is  appended,  from  which 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  year  1942  has  been  a  very  busy  one, 
especially  in  the  Out-patient  and  Casualty  Departments.  Owing 
to  an  acute  shortage  of  nursing  staff  in  the  early  months  of  the 
year,  the  total  admissions  of  in-patients  were  slightly  lower 
than  the  two  preceding  years  :  the  admissions  during  the  last 
few  months  have  been  considerably  above  the  average,  however. 
The  Private  Wards  have  been  in  continual  demand,  84  patients 
having  been  admitted  as  compared  with  94  in  the  previous  twelve 
months  and  80  in  1940.

4.  Income.  Although  the  Subscriptions  have  declined  still 
further,  an  increased  amount  has  been  received  through  the 
Nottingham  and  Notts.  Hospital  Saturday  Contributory  Fund 
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for  treatment  of  members.  The  Committee  is  profoundly  grateful 
to  the  organisers  of  the  Contributory  Fund  for  their  efforts  and  to 
the  individual  contributors  for  the  enthusiastic  way  in  which  they 
have  rallied  to  the  support  of  their  local  Voluntary  Hospitals. 

Expenditure.  Expenditure  on  Medicines  and  Drugs, 
Instruments,  Fuel  and  Salaries  has  increased  and  after  trans¬ 
ferring  £400  from  Contingencies  Account,  the  total  outgoings  are 
£8,130  as  against  £8,307  in  the  previous  year,  when  £200  was 
brought  to  credit  from  Contingencies.  The  balance  on  this 
account  is  now  exhausted. 


The  result  of  the  year’s  working  is  thus  a  deficit  of  £131. 
Each  of  the  three  previous  years  has  shown  an  adverse  balance, 
the  total  since  1938  amounting  to  no  less  than  £1,053.

RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  FEES 

The  Committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Recommendations  are  available  for  the  year  of  issue  and  following 
year  only,  and  that  out-of-date  forms  cannot  be  accepted. 

The  Committee  earnestly  request  Subscribers  to  make  en¬ 
quiries  into  the  financial  and  other  circumstances  of  those  applying 
to  them  for  Recommendations,  and  to  issue  them  only  to  urgent  or 
necessitous  cases .  Undue  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the 
honorary  services  of  the  Surgeons  and  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution  by  those  in  a  position  to  pay  for  the  same,  and  in 
respect  of  School  Children  for  whom  special  provision  is  made 
by  the  State. 

Four  Out-Patient  Recommendations  are  given  for  each 
Subscription  of  One  pound. 

Out  Patients  requiring  Medicine,  &c.,  must  pay  3d.  for  each 
week  they  remain  on  the  books,  or  else  produce  a  second  Recom¬ 
mendation  from  a  Subscriber. 

In-Patients  are  admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  an  Hon. 
Surgeon,  and  are  required  to  pay  Is.  6d.  per  day,  in  advance 
towards  the  cost  of  Board,  Washing  and  Nursing,  unless  financial 
responsibility  is  accepted  by  the  patient’s  Contributory  Fund,  or 
by  a  Public  Authority,  &c.  Arrangements  may  be  made  for  this 
fee  to  be  paid  direct  by  the  employer,  or  other  person  interested 
in  the  patient.  ”  (  ^  V 

Patients  who  are  members  of  a  Contributory  Scheme  must 
produce  a  Voucher  for  hospital  treatment  issued  by  their  Secretary 
or  Collector,  instead ,  of  an  Infirmary  Recommendation,  otherwise 
charges  will  be  made. 

PRIVATE  PATIENTS. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  wards,  a  limited  number  of 
beds  are  available  for  private  patients  of  limited  means. 
Application  for  the  use  of  these  should  be  made  through  one  of 
the  Infirmary  Surgeons  to  the  Matron.  The  inclusive  charge  is 
20/-  per  day  for  a  room  with  one  bed,  or  12/6  per  day  each  patient 
for  a  room  with  two  beds  ;  patients  must  make  their  own 
arrangements  with  the  surgeon  qs  regards  his  fees  for  operating, 
&c.,  and  with  the  Anaesthetist  and  other  Specialists. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

Subscribers  are  respectfully  informed  that  their  Subscriptions 
become  due  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year 
(Rule  6),  and  that  much  trouble  would  be  saved  by  their  forwarding 
the  amount  to  the  Secretary,  or  to  Lloyds  Bank,  Ltd.,  Market 
Place,  Nottingham,  as  early  thereafter  as  possible. 

The  Committee  consider  that  Annual  Subscribers  will  con¬ 
tinue  their  subscriptions  until  they  give  notice  to  the  contrary  on© 
clear  month  before  the  1st  of  January.
